The  recently  formed  Coffee 
House  Club  is  having  difficulty 
finding  a  location  for  its  coffee 
house. 

The  membership  of  the  club  had 
originally  intended  to  set  up  its 
facility  in  the  section  of  the  old 
student  union  which  housed  the 
counseling  department.  They 
found  that  the  administration 
already  had  several  bids  for  that 
area  under  consideration. 

This  club  formed  in  November  of 
1974.  It  came  to  S.G.A. with  a 
constitution  and  to  seek  funding. 

The  money  was  granted  to  the 
club  to  buy  electronic  lighting 
equipment  and  coffee  machines. 
Also  required  was  a  public  address 
system.  S/i.A.  decided  to 
purchase  the  p.a.  system  for  its  use 
and  allocation.  The  coffee  house 
was  to  have  priority  over  other 


clubs  as  it  created  the  need. 

The  idea  behind  the  coffee  house 
is  to  bring  free  or  low  cost 
entertainment  to  students  and  to 
the  community.  They  would  serve 
coffee  and  provide  a  place  for 
relaxation. 

The  club  seems  to  have 
broadened  its  horizons  over  the 
semester  break.  Under  the  new 
plan  a  new  student  union  would  be 
created.  Part  of  that  union  would 
house  a  stage  for  entertainment.  A 
small  kitchen  would  be  required. 
Pin  ball  machines  and  possible  air 
hockey  would  also  be  installed. 

Organizational  chairmans  of  the 
club  felt  that  Wabash  building  on 
the  old  campus  would  be  a  good 
location. 

An  inquiry  found  that  Wabash 
had  been  sold  earlier  in  the  week. 
The  club  is  seeking  now  to  have  the 


adminsitration  aid  in  locating  them 
in  cither  a  permanent  or  temporary 
facility.

The  "Dead  Hour"  the  adminis¬ 
tration  promised  the  students  last 
year  in  simple  terms,  doesn’t  exist. 

After  a  certain  degree  of 
turbulance  generated  by  the 
students,  because  they  wanted  a 
time  to  get  together  to  plan 
activities,  and  faculty  members 
because  they  were  fed  up  with  the 
classes  being  disrupted  in  D  Mall, 
both  college  President  McAninch, 
and  Dean  of  Student  Personnel 
Services,  Walter  Zaida,  assured 
student  government  members  that 
something  would  be  done  to  correct 
that  situation.  In  reality,  students 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
administration  instituting  a  dead 
hour.  It  was  the  faculty  pressure 
that  led  them  to  act. 

After  telling  students  that 
nothing  could  be  done  for  the 
spring  semester  of  1975,  the 
administration,  under  faculty  pres¬ 
sure,  called  a  special  meeting  of 
department  heads  to  investigate 
possibilities  of  changing  the 
scheduling  for  that  semester. 

Following  that  meeting,  Dwight 
Davis,  Executive  Dean  of  Instruc¬ 
tion,  assured  the  students  that  as 
few'  classes  as  possible  would  be

schedule  for  noon  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday. 

This  semester  many  involved 
students  are  still  have  the  same 
difficulty  getting  together  in  any 
number.  Many  of  them  had  to  take 
classes  that  are  offered  only  during 
the  "Dead  Hour".  The  administr 
ation  waited  as  long  as  possible  last 
semester  to  do  as  little  as  possible. 

To  add  insult  to  injury,  student 
government  can  no  longer  hold 
their  meetings  in  either  of  the 
lecture  rooms.  For  the  first  time  in 
several  semesters,  lecture  classes 
have  been  scheduled  for  both 
D2001  and  D2002,  at  noon,  during 
the  “Dead  Hour”.  It  would  seem 
that  this  was  done  to  discourage 
any  amplified  sound  activities  to  be 
held  in  D  Mall  during  that  hour.  So 
the  students  have  not  been  helped 
by  the  administration  in  this 
matter.  In  fact,  they  have  been 
unduly  hindered. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  expect 
students  to  cut  classes  because  of 
SGA  or  club  meetings,  or  to  find 
obscure  rooms  in  which  they  are 
forced  to  meet.  So  now  students 
face  more  problems  then  they  did 
last  semester.

What  do  you  say  about  an 
internationally  famous  humorist 
who  has  drawn  crowds  all  over  the 
world,  but  who  cannot  manage  to 
draw  200  people  in  Joliet,  Illinois?

Blazer  Poll  Indicates 
Entertainment  Need

It  is  not  known  for  sure  whether 
entertainment  is  essential  at  JuCo 
or  any  institute  of  higher  learning, 
but  it’s  obvious  that  the  students 
want  it. 

In  the  recent  survey  compiled  by 
the  Journalism  102  class,  only  2% 
of  the  people  questioned  thought 
that  there  should  be  no  type  of 
activity  available.  33%  of  the 
people  polled  thought  that  there 
should  be  strictly  entertainment, 
compared  to  61%  who  .thought 
that  the  activities  should  be  both 
entertaining  and  educational. 

When  asked  whether  the  people 
were  pleased  with  the  daytime 
entertainment,  75%  of  the  people 


answered  affirmatively.  A  solution 
for  the  unhappy  25%  would  be 
more  local  talent  which  registered 
84%  of  a  positive  vote. 

When  the  D  Mall  was  built,  it 
was  made  to  be  the  central 
gathering  place  of  the  JJC  campus, 
but  of  the  people  polled,  only  58% 
thought  that  daytime  entertain¬ 
ment  should  be  held  there.  Other 
big  choices  were  the  Gym  and  the 
Cafeteria  which  took  31%  of  the 
vote. 

On  the  survey  there  were 
questions  asked  on  voting.  When 
students  were  asked  if  they  voted 
in  recent  school  elections  52%  said 
yes  and  48%  said  no.  Then  they 
were  asked  if  they  felt  they  were 
familar  with  all  the  candidates.  5% 
said  yes  and  95%  said  no.  The  facts 


show  something  is  wrong.  Why 
would  so  many  people  vote  if  they 
didn't  know  the  people  running? 

Then  the  students  were  asked  if 
they  were  aware  of  the  Student 
Government.  55%  said  yes  and 
45%  said  no.  Asked  if  they  had 
ever  attended  a  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  meeting  the  biggest  per¬ 
centage  said  that  they  didn’t  care. 
Thirty-one  percent  didn’t  care, 
21%  didn’t  know  they  could  and 
27%  didn’t  know  the  time. 

According  to  this  survey  it  seems 
that  there  is  a  communication  gap 
somewhere,  or  students  really 
don’t  care.  The  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  is  representing  you  the 
student.  So  find  out  the  facts  and 
stand  behind  them.  Attend  the 
meetings  and  voice  your  opinion.

Christmas-New  Year  Break

one  of  the  big  factors  in  the 
increase  in  enrollment.  Since  jobs 
are  scarce,  many  people  are 
returning  to  school.”  The  new 
campus  at  JJC  is  also  attracting 
many  students. 

Registration  this  semester  was 
made  easier  by  the  introduction  of 
a  phone  registration  process. 
Students  can  call  in  their  schedules 
and  they  don't  have  to  come  up  to 
the  campus.  JJC  is  now  offering 
its’  widest  range  of  classes.  This 
Mr.  Nanz  mentioned  added  to  the 
increase  in  enrollment.  Programs 
such  as  the  Early  Leavers  Program, 
Women's  programs  and  other 
federally  funded  programs  influ¬ 
enced  enrollment  figures. 

Veterans  enrollment  is  up  15% 
over  the  fall  figures.  Evening 
programs  are  full  and  Nanz  noted 
that  and  all  round  classes  are 
fuller. 

"We  have  many  students 
coming  from  four  year  insti¬ 
tutions,"  Nanz  commented. 
"Many  of  the  JJC  students  are 
applying  for  grants,  especially 
ISSC  grants,”  he  continued.  Mr. 
Nanz  explained  that  classes  offered 
at  8  a.m.  and  between  2  p.m.  and  6 
p.m.  are  not  well  populated. 

All  business  classes  show  a 
marked  increase  in  students.  The 
nursing  program  is  full.  All 
occupational  programs  also  show 
an  increase.  Agriculture,  horticul¬ 
ture  and  the  electricity  programs 
also  boast  an  increase.  Nanz  cited 
that  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  program 
was  down  slightly  in  enrollment. 


Budgeting  for  all  Student  Service 
fee  activities  has  already  started  for 
the  75-76  school  year.  The  JJC 
Finance  Committee,  headed  by  Lee 
Maloney,  met  Thursday  at  noon  in 
J1058  to  discuss  this  budgeting. 
Dramatics,  athletics,  clubs,  publi¬ 
cations,  and  Wordeater  are  just  a 
few  of  the  things  funded  by  these 
monies. 

After  recooperating  from  the 
David  Frost  show,  the  Education 
and  culture  committee  is  busy 


planning  for  the  metaphsics  show 
in  February  and  the  Dick  Gregory 
lecture  in  March.. 

The  social-recreational  commit¬ 
tee.  headed  by  Kathleen  Vietoris, 
is  busy  picking  movies  and 
planning  dances  after  showing  the 
film  “Sounder"  this  past  Friday. 

More  people  are  always  needed 
in  the  SGA.

J.J.C.  is  Bigger 
Than  You  Think

Joliet  Junior  College  owns  380 
acres  of  land,  stretching  from 
Houbolt  Avenue  on  the  east  to  a 
small  stream  on  the  west  and 
encompassing  two  farms  on  the 
north  (towards  Joliet  airport)  and 
south  (towards  1-80). 

Both  farms  are  rented  to  a  local 
man.  The  houses  on  the  farms  are 
also  rented  to  two  families.  This  is 
to  insure  proper  use  of  JJC’s  land 
while  the  college  is  not  using  it  for 
their  own  purposes. 

Joliet  Junior  owns  this  large 
parcel  of  land,  380  acres,  because  it 
is  desirable  to  have  growth  control 
over  the  area.  If  the  land  is  ever 
needed  for  campus  growth,  it  is 
available,  yet  if  it  isn’t  needed,  JJC 
is  assured  that  an  industry  or 
factory  will  not  move  “next  door”, 
and  interfere  with  college  activity 
or  hinder  further  development. 

Besides  the  two  farms,  the  most 
important  part  of  the  380  acres 
owned  by  JJC  is  the  new  campus 
itself.  There  are  16  temporary 
buildings,  one  of  the  original  17 
having  been  sold,  and  taken  down, 
and  nine  more  of  the  temporaries 
are  soon  to  go. 

The  main  campus,  constructed  in 
the  last  four  years,  consists  of 
buildings  A-G  on  one  side  of  the 
natural  lake,  and  J  building  on  the 
other  with  the  bridge  in  between. 
Also  on  the  site  are  parking  lots,  a 
football  field,  baseball  diamonds, 
tennis  courts,  and  a  ski  slope. 

The  Land  Use  Commission 
Advisor  helps  JJC  in  using  the  land 
to  its  best  advantages,  such  as 
farming  the  portion  not  in  use.  The 
landscaping  is  done  (with  help  from 
the  Commission)  by  the  Land, 
Roads,  and  Grounds  Department  of 
JJC,  with  added  support  from  the 
Agriculture  and  Horticulture  De¬ 
partments. 

The  13  acre  lake,  call  Lake  Juco, 
is  a  main  feature  of  the  campus 
site.  The  buildings  were  designed 
around  it,  because  it  is  a  natural 
feature  of  the  land. 

While  the  campus  was  under 
construction,  Lake  Juco  was 
completely  drained,  relined  with 
clay,  and  allowed  to  fill  again  with 


water.  Its  care  and  control  is  left  to 
the  Biology  Department,  and  Mr. 
William  M.  Zales,  chairmen  of 
biology. 

The  lake  has  been  stocked  with 
fish.  There  are  200  bass  per  acre, 
and  1,000  blue  and  sun  perch  per 
acre.  This  was  done  with  no  charge 
(other  than  transportation)  by  the 
State  Conservation  Commission. 

In  2  years,  fishing  will  be  allowed 
in  Lake  Juco.  This  will  allow 
adequate  time  for  the  fish  to  grow 


to  catching  size,  and  they  will  be 
old  enough  to  replenish  them¬ 
selves. 

Another  popular  winter  sport,  ice 
skating,  may  be  allowed  this  year 
when  the  lake  is  solidly  frozen. 

Joliet  Junior  College  has  one  of 
the  best  campus  sites  in  the  state, 
as  evidenced  by  the  honor  award 
won,  from  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  in  co-operation  with 
the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges  and  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education. 


Mallary  Sees  New
